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Manor under fire after warning of ‘abnormal trend’

DEATHS at Walsall Manor 
Hospital are not being investi¬ 
gated quickly enough, health 
bosses have been told. 

A new report said the trust that 
runs the hospital had struggled to 
carry out reviews into deaths on time. 

Experts from Imperial College London 
also warned there was an ‘abnormal trend of 
deaths’ linked to fluid and electrolyte imbal¬ 
ance, which is most commonly found in people 
with alcohol problems. 

A trust report said ‘timely reviews of deaths 
had been a concern’ at the hospital. Hospital 
bosses have queried the report and asked for 
‘clarity’ about where they need to improve. 

This comes after it was revealed in July 
that 10 per cent more patients died at Walsall 
Manor than expected last year. 

The Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust report 
said: “The trust has received notification from 
Imperial College London, advising of an ab¬ 
normal trend of deaths coded as fluid and elec¬ 
trolyte imbalance. The trust has completed a 
review, which included patient care and the 
feedback had been supplied to the college. 

Mandatory 

“Timely reviews of deaths have been of con¬ 
cern due to availability to conduct the reviews 
and provide feedback. Medical examiners will 
be mandatory from next year and the trust 
needs to make investment.” However, chair of 
the board Danielle Oum said the trust needed 
more detail about the concerns raised. Non-ex¬ 
ecutive director John Dunn has called for a 
clear plan to set out ‘key milestones’. 

She told fellow board members the report 
was ‘overlong and insufficiently focused so that 
it did not support board assurance’ and added 
there was ‘a need to be clear on the areas to be 
improved upon and requested clarity on how 
soon a succinct set of recommendations would 
be presented’. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird admitted 
the warnings were a concern and said: “As a 
local hospital we like to see people coming out 
having recovered. If there are concerns they 
need to be investigated thoroughly. We are 
seeing pressures on the health service, more 
and more people are living longer and going to 
hospital.”

DEVELOPMENT 

Ex-car dealership 
site boost for town 

WALSALL town centre is due to undergo 
a multi-million pound regeneration as am¬ 
bitious plans to transform key sites near 
the Waterfront and railway station were 
revealed. 

A potential bidder has come forward for 
the former Lex car dealership site near the 
Waterfront, which could provide a break¬ 
through for a long-awaited development. 

Council bosses are also keen to develop 
Station Street to boost connections be¬ 
tween the station and Waterfront. 

Direct train services from Walsall to 
London are to be started over the coming 
years and officials want to make the area 
around the station more attractive to shop¬ 
pers and businesses. 

A crucial £150,000 worth of funding has 
been provided to kick-start work at Lex and 
has allowed remediation work at the site to 
start. The authority says it is in talks with a 
potential buyer, which is eyeing the site for 
a possible retail and offices development. 

A report from the council’s regeneration 
boss Adrian Andrew said: “Waterfront, the 
former Lex site, has benefited from Local 
Growth funding with £150,000 of site re¬ 
mediation works having recently been 
completed. Interest in the land has been 
expressed and the council is looking to 
transact its land interest to support pro¬ 
posals of a new commercial development. 
I hope to be able to announce more on this 
later this year.” 

HEALTH 

Shaping maternity 
services of future 

FAMILIES will get the chance to have their 
say on maternity services in the region dur¬ 
ing a special meeting, next Wednesday, 
from 10am to 2pm at the Holiday Inn at 
Junction 10 of the M6, in Walsall. 

Over the last year, NHS organisations in 
Dudley, Sandwell and West Birmingham, 
Walsall and Wolverhampton held four lis¬ 
tening workshops to talk to more than 200 
women and families about their experi¬ 
ences of using maternity services. 

Sally Roberts, chief nurse for the Black 
Country and West Birmingham Local Mat¬ 
ernity System, said: “The insight we gained 
has been invaluable in helping to shape 
and develop a future maternity service.”

Chiefs in 

SUPERMARKETS in Walsall will be 
pressured to introduce ‘plastic-free 
aisles’ under radical plans by the bor¬ 
ough council. 

Bosses are desperate to reduce the 
amount of plastic waste, with the 
supermarket giants in their sights. 
Homes and businesses across Walsall 
will be encouraged to cut the amount 
of plastic being thrown away. 

A new council report said super¬ 
markets would be asked to do their 
bit by considering bringing in plas¬ 
tic-free aisles. The big supermarket 
chains, such as Tesco and Sains- 


bury’s, will be targeted, the council 
said. 

The report said councillors planned 
‘to use the links we have with busi¬ 
nesses in Walsall to encourage them 
to reduce the amount of plastic waste 
produced and specifically to write 
to each of our major supermarkets 
asking them to consider introducing 
a ‘plastic-free aisle’ in their Walsall 
stores on a trial basis.” 

In 2017/18 Walsall disposed of an 
estimated 120,000 tonnes of waste 
at a cost of £5.1 million. Now coun¬ 
cillors plan to improve on this figure 


with the introduction of a series of 
planned new measures. 

It is the latest stage of the council’s 
crackdown on fly-tipping and litter¬ 
ing, which will include putting skips 
on street corners. 

Walsall’s environment boss Mark 
Holden said: “Three hundred million 
tonnes of new plastic is made each 
year, half of which is for single-use 
plastic such as packaging and con¬ 
venience foods. In many cases, such 
as plastic straws, takeaway food con¬ 
tainers and coffee cups, there are 
practical alternatives available. 


“It is estimated that by weight, 
there could be more plastic in our 
oceans than fish as soon as 2050. As 
plastics are durable and strong they 
will stay in our environment for up 
to an estimated 600 years. 

“Marine plastic leads to coastal and 
offshore dead zones, entanglement, 
death through ingestion, toxic trans¬ 
fer and, once degraded into micro 
plastics, contamination of the food 
chain. Walsall will certainly play its 
full role in helping to reduce plastic 
waste through a number of specific 
initiatives drawn up by the council.” 


Councils cashing in on 
personal information 


COUNCILS across the West Mid¬ 
lands have made nearly £100,000 
by selling residents’ personal in¬ 
formation, new figures reveal. 

According to data released via a 
Freedom of Information request, in 
the last six years local authorities 
across the region have sold data from 
the electoral register to hundreds of 
organisations and individuals. 

The buyers include credit reference 
agencies, insurance companies, property 
agencies, political lobbyists and politicians, 
who pay up to £600 for a full copy of the 
register, which includes the names and ad¬ 
dresses of voters in each area. 

The data shows transactions dating back 
to 2012 for seven local authorities in the 
West Midlands, which collectively brought 
in £97,501.50 from selling the register. 

Councils insist they are legally obliged to 
sell the register and fees charged are set by 
the Electoral Commission. But critics warn 
unscrupulous firms are abusing the system 
for marketing and publicity purposes. 

Big Brother Watch director Silkie Carlo 
said: “No public authority should sell res¬ 
idents’ personal information to private 
entities for profit. This sale of data leaves 
us open to targeted advertising and under¬ 
mines trust in councils.” 

Walsall Council has sold the register 15 
times in the last four years, bringing in 
£7,037. Dudley Council made £13,825 in 
the last five years. Wolverhampton Coun¬ 
cil made £8,664.50 over the last four years, 
with the majority of sales made to credit 
agencies. 

Shropshire Council has made £5514.50 
since 2016. Telford & Wrekin Council 
has made £12,054 from selling data since 
2012, with figures showing two sales this 
year to political parties and six sales in the 
last two years to councillors. Birmingham 
City Council has brought in £39,916 since 
2012 - with buyers including estate agents, 
universities and a firm that specialises in 
selling cheap furniture.

A NEW cafe has opened in Darlas- 
ton Town Hall after a £40,000 re¬ 
vamp. The Grade II listed hall was 
at risk of closing but the charity 
Darlaston All Active took over the 
lease last year. Now the cafe has re¬ 
opened to the public. 

The cafe has created two-part 
time jobs in the area. Project man¬ 
ager Sharon Felton said: “It has 
taken a lot of work but we are very 
pleased with the end result. 

“Our main aim is to serve the 
community and all the money 


spent in the cafe goes back into our 
charity work. 

“People need to know there is a 
beautiful community kitchen here 
for them. We want people to come 
in and have a bite to eat and hope¬ 
fully it will help target isolation.” 

Walsall Council started looking 
for a community group to take over 
the site two years ago. 

Initially, they approved a 25-year 
lease to see Murray Hall Commu¬ 
nity Trust take over the site for £1 
a year but negotiations broke down 


and the trust withdrew their bid. 

Councillor Rose Burley, who was 
there for the opening, said: “It was 
great. We are absolutely delighted 
with the number of people who 
have supported it. 

“Darlaston Town Hall is open for 
business and will remain open for 
the community.” 

The cafe is open for breakfast 
daily from 8am until 1pm while af¬ 
ternoon tea can be booked in from 
lpm until 4pm by calling 0121 568 
6144.

Outrage as 
school brand 
uniform row 
rumbles on 

PARENTS have hit out at a school’s 
‘outrageous’ treatment of pupils who 
were told not to come in without 
school-branded coats and bags. 

A letter was sent from the head of 
Ryders Hayes Community School in 
Walsall telling a parent not to bring 
their child into school without the 
appropriate uniform. The parent was 
even warned the absence could then 
be counted as ‘unauthorised’ and go 
on the pupil’s record. 

The primary school has faced a 
fierce backlash from parents over its 
uniform policy and the letter has now 
stoked the flames further. Children at 
the Pelsall school have been told they 
must have coats, bags and PE kits 
with school logos on. 

School leaders say they made the 
decision to change the uniform in July 
2017 and implemented the changes 
last week. 

However, according to the letter, 
some parents unhappy at the change 
have chosen to ignore the ruling. But 
the headteacher made it clear the 
school intends to enforce the rules for 
all pupils. 

Education 

The letter said: “Unless we receive 
confirmation from you in writing to 
the contrary today by 3.30pm, then 
we have no alternative but to ask 
you not to bring your child to school 
on Friday morning, but instead take 
them to purchase a coat. 

“Please bring your child back with 
the coat by lunchtime tomorrow, and 
no later than 1pm for afternoon ses¬ 
sion, reporting to the school office.” 

“If you continue to breach the uni¬ 
form rules, or it takes longer than 
stipulated, to effect the change, the 
pupil’s absence may be counted as 
unauthorised absence.” 

The mother, who has not been 
named, reportedly said: “I have three 
children. I have not purchased the 
coats as they have no effect whatso¬ 
ever on my children’s education. 

“I bought coats which were of a 
similar size, and that are able to fit 
into their lockers. 

“I will be sending my children into 
school on Friday with the coats I have 
purchased - I have no intention of 
buying the school-branded coats. 

Another said: “There are going to 
be no winners here. The parents have 
turned against the school and the 
school has turned against the parents. 
The damage to its reputation has al¬ 
ready been done.”

Pet crematorium opens in honour of Joey

A PET crematorium has been opened 
by heartbroken animal lovers who 
lost their ‘best friend’. 

Karen and Alf Barnard lost their 
Rhodesian Ridgeback, Joey, and de¬ 
cided to open their own crematorium 
when they realised the service was not 
available in Walsall. They lost Joey in 
October 2014 after he was diagnosed 
with Lymphoma cancer shortly after 
his ninth birthday. 

After they had to take Joey to a 
horse cremation unit they were in¬ 
spired to establish Willowview Pet 
Cremation with the money left to 


Mrs Barnard by her mother, who died 
exactly two years and one day before 
Joey. 

Mrs Barnard, who is also a mobile 
dog groomer, said: “Joey was the most 
loyal Rhodesian Ridgeback. He was 
my heart and soul, always by my side 
through thick and thin, not just a pet 
but a best friend. One evening I was 
cuddling Joey in front of the fire when 
he gave me a look of goodbye. When 
we got up at 7am, he had passed. I 
could not believe it. 

“But this left us with, ‘what do we 
do now?’. We had heard the horror 


stories of not getting your own ashes 
back. Cremating him gave me peace 
of mind 

“My mother had left me quite a 
large sum of money and, not want¬ 
ing to waste the money which is so 
easily done on new cars holidays, it 
was suggested we look into doing pet 
cremations as there is nobody nearby 
offering this service..” 

The crematorium in Fernleigh 
Farm, Pelsall, offers a 24-hour call 
out, and collection of pets from homes 
or vets. Ashes are also returned 
within 24 hours. Call 07545 818068. 


Takeaway owner faces 
jail after eight fall ill 


EIGHT people fell ill - with one end¬ 
ing up in critical care - after eating 
takeaways contaminated with sal¬ 
monella from a Walsall fast food 
shop. 

Former owner of Blakenall One Call 
Peri Peri, Muhammed Abdul Moueed 
Khan, is now facing jail for putting cus¬ 
tomers at risk. 

It is the second time in six months Khan, 
of Walsall, has been in court charged with hy¬ 
giene breaches. Khan was previously jailed for 
six months for a catalogue of serious health and 
hygiene offences at another premises. 

He was back in court for selling pizzas and 
doner meat that contained salmonella bacteria 
from the takeaway in Blakenall Lane, Walsall. 

Khan pleaded guilty at Wolverhampton Mag¬ 
istrates Court to six offences including the sell¬ 
ing of food unfit for human consumption and 
failing to have proper safety measures and food 
management systems in place to prevent the 
contamination of high risk food. 

Samples 

Walsall Council Environmental Health Of¬ 
ficers visited the shop in July last year after 
receiving complaints of food poisoning, the 
court heard. They took food samples along with 
swabs from equipment. 

Harmful salmonella bacteria was present 
in all of the swabs and the strain of bacteria 
matched patient and hospital samples. A Wal¬ 
sall council spokesman said around that time, 
Public Health England notified bosses of a pa¬ 
tient that was being treated at Walsall Manor 
Hospital for suspected food poisoning. Other 
people had also fallen ill after eating food from 
the takeaway. 

Khan was previously prosecuted by Walsall 
Council on March 22. He was given a prison 
sentence after appearing in crown court fol¬ 
lowing a series of offences that took place at 
his former business Pizza Cottage in Caldmore 
Road, Walsall. 

The case was adjourned and Khan is next 
scheduled to appear at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on October 11.

Be gas aware, 
customers told 

LANDLORD whg is reminding cus¬ 
tomers of the importance of being 
gas aware to coincide with Gas Safety 
Week, which began on Monday. 

Figures show that one in four house¬ 
holds inspected in the West Midlands 
had unsafe gas appliances. 

Badly fitted and poorly serviced gas 
appliances can cause gas leaks, fires, 
explosions and carbon monoxide poi¬ 
soning. According to the Department 
of Health each year there are around 
50 deaths and more than 4,000 medi¬ 
cal visits caused by carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

It is a highly poisonous gas that can 
kill quickly with no warning, as it has 
no taste or smell. 

Nigel Harris, Director of whg’s 
Home Maintenance Services, said: 
“We take our customer’s safety very 
seriously and carry out annual gas 
safety checks at all our properties. 

“Every year, we write to our cus¬ 
tomers to let them know that a gas 
inspection is due. We need to gain ac¬ 
cess to the property to carry out the 
inspection. This only takes about an 
hour and a half and could help save 
a life.” 

Crews tackle 
huge tyre fire 

A FIRE in Great Wyrley sent plumes 
of black smoke billowing into the air, 
affecting surrounding areas including 
Cannock. 

Firefighters tackled the blaze in 
Hazel Lane, where a large amount 
of tyres caught

Region is shown to 
have heart of gold 

PEOPLE in the West Midlands have 
hearts of gold, according to a British 
Heart Foundation survey. 

The figures show that over half (51 
per cent) want to be remembered for 
their kindness above all else, while 
a third (33 per cent) want to be re¬ 
membered for their family values and 
humour is important to more than a 
quarter (29 per cent). 

Materialistic and professional 
achievements are valued less. Just 
one in eight (13 per cent) want to be 
remembered for their work and only 
a quarter want to be remembered for 
their wealth.

Deadline day for library facing closure 


A LIBRARY in a village near Walsall 
is facing closure amid a county-wide 
shake up in services which aims to 
save £1.3 million. 

A deadline of next April has been 
set to find an organisation to manage 
and deliver the Cheslyn Hay Library 
Service or it may be shut down. 

It follows a controversial decision 
by Staffordshire County Council in 
July to reduce the library’s opening 


times to just 10 hours a week as part 
of a cost-cutting exercise. 

Other libraries have become com¬ 
munity managed. It means approved 
groups will deal with the day-to-day 
running of the library, whilst the 
council will continue to fund utility 
bills and maintenance costs. Com¬ 
munity group Catherine Care was 
awarded the contract for the library 
in April last year but delays associated 


with the transfer of the library within 
a shared building meant they with¬ 
drew their offer in May. 

Resident Claire Ridgway, aged 42, 
set up Friends of Cheslyn Hay Library 
a month ago in order to generate sup¬ 
port to keep it open. She has three 
children, aged 11, 13 and 14, who all 
have autism and she home-schools 
two of them. She said: “I feel really 
passionate about trying to save it. It 


is our final community service in the 
village after the post office and police 
station shut down.” 

Gill Heath, the county council’s 
communities chief, said: “We will be 
searching hard for a new partner to 
work with in Cheslyn Hay and I am 
hopeful for the future. If anyone is in¬ 
terested in finding out more they can 
contact connectedlibraries@stafford- 
shire.gov.uk.”

THEY are the best of the Black Country 
- and now they have been recognised 
for their hard work and dedication to 
their communities. 

Six people from the region - including two 
cousins - were among those honoured with 
a British Empire Medal (BEM) award at a 
ceremony at Birmingham Council House last 
Wednesday. 

The recipients were presented with the awards 
by West Midlands Lord Lieutenant John Crabtree 
OBE, after being named in the New Year’s Honours 
and Queen’s Birthday Honours. 

Historian Terence Price, from West Bromwich, 
has been awarded a BEM for his services to his com¬ 
munity. Apart from successfully campaigning to 
prevent demolition of buildings such as Hill House 
and Farley fountain, the 79-year-old researched and 
found West Bromwich’s first War Memorial, which 
was hidden in Heath Lane Cemetery. 

An avid collector of old photos and postcards, he 
has published eight books, five on West Bromwich 
and three on Great Bridge, all of which were best 
sellers. Money from the sale of his books have been 
ploughed into restoration projects and community 
initiatives. He also served 19 years as a West Bro¬ 
mwich magistrate. 

He said: “I was greatly honoured to be awarded 
the BEM. I am very proud of being a West Brom¬ 
wich man born and bred.” 

His cousin, 74-year-old Pauline Hodgetts, from 
Tipton, has been honoured for her passion for the 
town and its heritage. She created a memorial gar¬ 
den and stone to commemorate the life and athletic 
achievements of Jack Holden, the marathon run¬ 
ner; restored the drinking fountain in Victoria Park 
and is chairman of the cemetery group that worked 
hard to get a British Legion Island and Peace Gar¬ 
den. 

Sixty-six-year-old Judith Morris has been hon¬ 
oured after she has trained thousands of young 
people in first aid. Mrs Morris, from Halesowen, 
has directly and indirectly been responsible for life¬ 
saving episodes since 1962 when she joined St John 
Ambulance. 

Willenhall Rugby Club’s Elfyn Pugh has used his 
passion for the sport to coach, mentor and organise 
conferences for more than 50 years. The 83-year-old 


established Willenhall RUFC and also developed 
rugby talent including support for Arnie Evans, 
John French, Eric Field and Graham Smith. At 
the age off 77, Elfyn was still involved in coaching 
rugby at primary schools. 

Kathryn Livingston, 61, from Wolverhampton, 
has been honoured for her work with the often 
unrecognised and misunderstood condition Disso¬ 
ciative Identity Disorder (DID), also referred to as 
Multiple Personalities. In 1997, she founded First 
Person Plural (FFP) that specialises in working for 
those affected by DID. 


David Walker, 63, has been honoured for his ded¬ 
icated work over the last 20 years to helping young 
people in Sandwell. Mr Walker, who lives in Rowley 
Regis, is said to have been a life-changing mentor to 
teenage boys getting them to open up about their 
problems. 

His efforts were cited during his time as a spe¬ 
cial constable and as a Justice of the Peace, where 
he often sits on student disciplinary panels. He is 
also a governor for two schools that are known for 
good community practice and he runs a garden club 
after school for Blackheath Primary School. 


Cycle route 
network is 
on track for 
an upgrade 

PLANS have been unveiled to im¬ 
prove cycling links to railways and 
tram stations to encourage activity 
and reduce poor air quality at the 
same time. 

A new cycle infrastructure pro¬ 
gramme has been produced by 
Sandwell Council’s strategic trans¬ 
port bosses and highlights work which 
is set to be completed over the next 
two years. It includes towpath re¬ 
surfacing works on the Birmingham 
Canal between Smethwick Galton 
Bridge and West Bromwich Street in 
Oldbury and to continue the link-up 
to the Dudley boundary. 

Also mooted are improvements 
to pedestrian and cycle access to 
Sandwell and Dudley railway station 
via Bromford Lane; and resurfacing 
works on the towpath of Tame Valley 
Canal between Rushall Junction and 
Hill Farm bridge to continue in the 
direction of Tipton and later to the 
Walsall Canal. 

The report also includes the crea¬ 
tion of a segregated pedestrian and 
cycle route from Navigation Lane to 
Tame Bridge Parkway station, along 
Walsall Road. 

There will also be improved cycle 
access works to Metro stations, in¬ 
cluding an improved cycle route along 
the Metro Line from Black Lake to 
the Hawthorns. 

Councillor Paul Moore, cabinet 
member for regeneration and eco¬ 
nomic growth, said there were also 
plans to introduce pedestrian and 
cycle routes and toucan crossing up¬ 
grades in the area of High Bullen, in 
Wednesbury.

Victim was found 
tied up in hallway 

A MURDER victim was found by a 
friend with his hands and feet tied 
and a belt around his neck, an inquest 
heard. Kevin Shepperson, aged 39, 
had not been seen for several days 
before the discovery of his body at 
his flat in Bloxwich Road South, Wil- 
lenhall, on August 22, said Mr Zafar 
Siddique, the Black Country Coroner. 

The Walsall-born victim, found in 
the hallway of the second-floor prop¬ 
erty, died of multiple injuries at the 
scene, a post mortem concluded. 

There were signs of a struggle at the 
flat and an ‘untidy search’ had been 
made, the inquest heard. Two men 
have since appeared in court accused 
of Mr Shepperton’s murder. 

Cameron MacKenzie, of Richmond 
Street, Chuckery, and Wayne Kendall, 
of Bloxwich Road South, Willenhall, 
both 21, were remanded in custody 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court until 
October 8 when they are due to enter 
pleas on the murder charge. 

The front door of Mr Shepperton’s 
home is understood to have been 
open when his friend found him. He 
was single and was believed to have 
lived alone. The coroner formally sus¬ 
pended the inquest, held at Oldbury, 
until the outcome of the criminal in¬ 
vestigation. 

Man who died in 
Ml crash named 

A MAN who died in a crash on the Ml 
has been named as 24-year-old Frazer 
Gray from Walsall. 

Mr Gray, from Pelsall, was the 
driver of a black Audi A3 which left 
the carriageway between junctions 20 
and 21 in Dunton Bassett, Leicester¬ 
shire during the early hours of Sun¬ 
day. 

His car came to rest on an embank¬ 
ment but when Mr Gray got out of the 
car, he was then hit by a silver Ford 
Fiesta. He was taken to hospital but 
died shortly after. 

Police released his name last Thurs¬ 
day. 

Anyone who saw the vehicle before 
or after the collision or who has dash- 
cam footage is asked to contact the 
Serious Collision Investigation Unit at 
Leicestershire Police on 101 quoting 
incident 48 of September 9. 

Course on impact 
of the Great War

Lorries may be restricted 
to one M6 lane in plan 


TRAFFIC could be stopped from 
joining the M6 at Walsall and lorries 
restricted to using one lane of the 
motorway - two ideas being looked 
at as part of a study on the region’s 
road network. 

A ‘shared occupancy’ lane on the M6 is 
also being considered in the Midlands Mo¬ 
torway Hub study by Midlands Connect, 
which oversees transport, infrastructure 
and development. 

Head of technical programmes, Simon 
Statham, said the project was aimed improving 
journey times and road safety as well as power¬ 
ing economic growth. 

In a presentation to members of the West 
Midlands Combined Authority Transport De¬ 
livery Committee this week, Mr Statham said 
he was looking at ideas to improve the flow of 
the M6 from Junction 3, which crosses the M42 
east of Birmingham, and Junction 11 for Gailey 
in Staffordshire. He said: “We have identified 
things to improve the flow. 

“They include restrictions at Junction 9 [for 
Walsall and Wednesbury] but then we do need 
to understand the wider impact on the network 
- what will happen to the surrounding areas? 

“Another idea is an HGV lane so they are 
not overtaking each other on the motorway. 
And we are asking if we can provide space for 
a high occupancy vehicle lane to get people to 
car share.” The final recommendations from 
the study are passed on to local authorities and 
Highways England. 

As part of it, the group is investigating how 
to make better use of the M6 Toll and looking 
at more park and ride schemes. It says park 
and ride schemes could be opened at Feather- 
stone, M6 Junction 11 and Bloxwich. It would 
also look at the benefits and environmental 
impact of a new motorway called the Western 
Strategic Route, from the M5 at Bromsgrove to 
the M6 at the junction of the M54. 

Julian Pottinger, Director of Little Pot 
Travel, a haulage firm based in Oldbury, said: 
“I’d be interested in seeing more detail on the 
idea of a Western Strategic Route linking the 
M5 and M6.” 


Junction 10 scheme is step nearer 
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Junction 10 of the M6 for Walsall and Wolverhampton, which is one of the busiest in the country 


A MAJOR plan to cut congestion at 
Junction 10 on the M6 has moved 
closer after council bosses moved 
to snap up nearby land. 

Huge four-lane bridges will be 
built over the Black Country Route 
and Wolverhampton Road, near 
the junction. Walsall Council has 
now lodged a compulsory purchase 
order (CPO) for the land ahead of 
work starting. 

The much-needed work to cut 
disruption at one of the busiest sec¬ 
tions of motorway in the country 
will see two new four-lane bridges 
built, increasing the capacity from 
8,000 to 10,500 vehicles an hour. 


The major project, which was given 
the nod by planners earlier this 
year, is expected to take around 
two years to complete and is due to 
begin late next year or early 2020. 

The £64.5 million pound revamp 
of the junction, where the mo¬ 
torway meets the Black Country 
Route and Wolverhampton Road, 
was unveiled by Highways England 
and Walsall Council two years ago. 

The project is now a step closer 
to starting after the council an¬ 
nounced it had taken out the CPO, 
which allows bodies to take land for 
major builds without planning con¬ 
sent. However, the authority will 


need to strike a deal with the land 
owners before taking control of it. 

The scheme has been backed by 
Walsall council leader Mike Bird 
and MP Eddie Hughes. Councillor 
Bird said: “It’s another step in the 
process of improving drivers’ ex¬ 
perience at Junction 10. Planning 
permission is in place.” 

The scheme will also include 
widening the crossroads junction 
on the Black Country Route and 
the A454 at the turn off for Tern- 
pus Drive and Bloxwich Lane. The 
existing bridges at the junction will 
continue to be used while the news 
bridges are built.

I DON’T entirely understand how making misog¬ 
yny - ie hatred of women - illegal is supposed to 
work, in the wake of calls by Labour MP Stella 
Creasey. I am one of those bizarre blokes who 
prefers female company and would rather nat¬ 
ter with women than get drawn into a blokey de¬ 
bate about footie. But it is a fact that some men 
simply dislike women, just as some men dislike 
cats, soccer or speed humps. It is also true that 
some women dislike blokes, as expressed by 
Jo Brand in one of her classic quips: “The best 
way to a man’s heart is through his hanky pock¬ 
et with a bread knife.” It seems curious that the 
law overlooks Jo’s advice on knife murder but 
may soon crack down on “disrespectful” men 
who wolf-whistle at women. I dare say I should 
be sent for re-education. 

AT a time when overworked police can’t cope 
with real crimes, one force is criticised for in¬ 
viting complaints about non-criminal incidents. 
Under the banner “Hate will not be tolerated in 
South Yorkshire,” the local force is urging folk 
to report non-crime hate incidents, defined as 
events “which can include things like offensive 
or insulting comments, online, in person or in 
writing.” The idea seems to be that non-criminal 
speech or writing might turn into hate crime. On 
the same basis, why not nick drivers at 27 or 
28mph? They may not be breaking the speed 
limit now but they might in the future, right? 

I WAS going to write a couple of lines about 
some of the public’s angrier responses to the 
police tweet. Better not. It might constitute a 
non-criminal incident.

IN any case, thanks to predictive-spelling pro¬ 
grams, your non-criminal words may not even 
be the ones you intended. Among the many 
responses to the South Yorkshire Police tweet 
was: “Amber Rudd is a crime against humidity.” 

THREE cheers for the Commission for Reli¬ 
gious Education’s plea for school RE lessons to 
include not only religions but atheism, secular¬ 
ism and humanism. At long last, RE teachers 
will be able to say: “Right, kids, I’ve given you 
all the guff from the curriculum on organised 
religion. Now, here’s what most of us actually 
believe.” In my limited experience, if you explain 
that it’s perfectly fine, decent and respectable 
not to believe in a god, people breathe a sigh 
of relief. 

I REFERRED recently to tithes - the one-tenth 
of your income demanded by the Church in old¬ 
en times.

Yet I won¬ 
der how many of them were defiantly chanting 
‘Je Suis Charlie’ a couple of years ago in their 
support of the Charlie Hebdo magazine after 
the massacre at its Paris offices? Most people 
claim to cherish freedom of expression. What 
a lot of them mean is: “I believe in freedom of 
expression - but. ..” 

SCIENTISTS in Switzerland have developed a 
new app which will tell you exactly where your 
lost golf ball is. It detects a signal from a tiny 
transmitter inside the ball. Very clever. However, 
it has one basic flaw. It can only find the golf ball 
where the ball actually is. A much older method 
involves dropping a spare ball through a hole in 
your pocket and down your trouser leg, so you 
can find the ball exactly where you want it to be. 

IF we believe the Guardian, research shows 
that: “Labour has evolved from being the party 
of casseroles and bingo to the party of quinoa 
and student protests.” Anyone remember New 
Labour and the mushy peas?

SOAP operas are not averse to tackling 
hard-hitting storylines, and two of the 
popular dramas have now resorted to 
highlighting problems that many don’t 
know how to handle. 

Yet often, such subjects - homeless¬ 
ness and mental health - are taboo and, 
certainly with the latter, there seems a 
certain stigma attached. 

As viewers tend to identify with soap 
storylines and characters, it is hoped 
these issues can be brought into the 
open and, perhaps even tackled. 

In Corrie, Sean Tully has found himself, 
literally, on the street. Apparently it was 
actor Antony Cotton’s own idea to bring 
the issue to life. He knew someone who 
suddenly lost everything and ended up 
on the streets, so he himself could identi¬ 
fy with the problem. 

Help has now been found. But the trag¬ 
ic plight could happen to anyone at any 
time, and, for those in desperate need - 
and through no fault of their own - sym¬ 
pathy, and a solution must be found. 

Hollyoaks, meanwhile, has launched 
a mental health storyline, with one of 
its characters being diagnosed with 
schizoaffective disorder. Programme 
makers say they have worked closely 
with the charity MIND to ensure this issue 
in sensitively portrayed. Again, this is an 
issue that sufferers require help with, and 
that others need to understand better. 

The battle faced by Destiny’s Child 
singer Michelle Williams with depression 
shows how anyone can be affected. 

Other big names stars have their own 
troubles. Selena Gomez is an idol to mil¬ 
lions but has revealed a battle with alco¬ 
hol, revealing via the lyrics of a song she 
was no longer sober. And it’s sad to see. 

Internet trolls are believed to have had 
a hand in Gomez falling off the wagon. It 
is easy to say she should set a better ex¬ 
ample and ‘stay strong’ for her adorers, 
but sympathy is needed and one can only 
hope the singer gets the help she needs 
for her addiction. It is after all, an illness. 

Ant McPartlin’s issues are well-docu¬ 
mented. And, while I would never con¬ 
done his drink-driving actions, it is clear 
he is a troubled soul who needs medical 
help to sort out his problems. 

While there is a support network in 
place and there are friends are family to 
turn to, not all sufferers can pay big mon¬ 
ey for treatment. Some may argue that 
their illnesses are of their own making. 

But that is not always the case, and 
this is where society comes in, to have 
a better understanding of conditions, and 
offer more help to anyone afflicted.

BBC’s science fiction output of the 
1970s and 1980s, chiefly shows like 
Dr Who and Blake’s 7 and the comedy 
show Red Dwarf, which always had 
budget-restricted creaky sets and low- 
rent special effects, but they did the 
best with what they had, and their 
inventive story lines and interesting 


characters often made up for it. One of 
these characters was Servalan, a kind 
of hard-as-nails villainess commander 
of the evil empire side in the Terry Na¬ 
tion-created Blake’s 7 TV series. 

I was fortunate enough to meet her 
as the photograph above shows, with 
me wearing an appropriately themed 
T-shirt which she could not help but 
comment on.

Swimmers Channel their 
efforts into huge swim 


FOR most people, swimming 
the Channel would be con¬ 
sidered a huge achievement. 

But an intrepid team of swimmers, 
who formed in memory of a friend who 
died, crossed the 20-mile stretch sepa¬ 
rating England and France not once, 
not twice - but an incredible four 
times without stopping. 

The six-person team, led by Paul 
Bates, originally from Walsall, took 
on the gruelling task, making it a re¬ 
cord by becoming the first in Europe 
to complete a four-way crossing of the 
English Channel. 

The challenge was completed as a 
relay, with each member swimming 
for an hour before a teammate took 
over. The pals were at sea for almost 
two days, crossing 80 miles. They bat¬ 
tled through strong winds and choppy 
currents to complete the arduous jour¬ 
ney in 46 hours and 13 minutes. One 
member of the team remained in the 
water at all times. 

Big Rick’s Swim Team formed 10 
years ago in memory of Walsall swim¬ 
mer Mark Rickhuss, who died aged 41 
of a heart attack in 2005 after helping 
a friend cross the Channel. The father- 
of-two previously swam the Channel 
himself in 1999. 

Friend and keen swimmer Paul de¬ 
cided to put together a team to take on 
charity swims in Mark’s memory. 

They crossed the Channel for the 
first time in 2011 and had also com¬ 
pleted three two-way swims but this 
time decided to something no team in 
Europe had managed before. 

Members have come and gone over 
the last decade, during which time 
the group has raised an impressive 
£95,000 for charity, but Paul, 50, 
managed to convince five friends from 
Perry Beeches Swimming Club to join 
him on his mission.

Bus services axed in 
big Arriva shake-up 


New Travelodge jobs call 


'-fL. 



The new £7.8 million Travelodge in Walsall town centre is starting to

BUS services have been axed in 
a shake-up of routes which have 
been labelled a ‘step backwards’. 

Arriva Midlands has announced a 
raft of changes to services in Walsall, 
Stafford and Cannock but Walsall 
Council leader Mike Bird has slammed 
the ‘disappointing’ decision. 

He said: “This is all about integrated 
transport and the consumer doesn’t seem 
to matter in this case. I’m disappointed by 
the changes and hope that Transport for 
West Midlands look at this. 

“It’s a step backwards for transport in 
the region but unfortunately it’s a case of 
use it or lose it. I will speak to the people 
involved and see if this is a done deal.” 

Arriva says that the changes will mostly 
affect evening and early morning journeys. 

Most of the changes start on October 29 
with the number 3 service between Can¬ 
nock, Brownhills and Walsall seeing a cut 
in journeys in the week and on Saturdays. 

Morning 

A number of buses across Stafford and 
Cannock and nearby villages will also be 
affected. 

From October 28 the 3A service between 
Walsall and Brownhills will no longer be 
run by Arriva but by National Express 
West Midlands. 

It’s not all bad news though as an extra 
early morning journey, at 6.10am, is being 
added to the 75, 75A and 75B buses between 
Cannock and Stafford to help workers on 
shifts at the Argos Distribution Centre in 
Stafford. Passengers in Cannock can also 
expect newly refurbishment buses.

Old police HQ being 
used as playground 


YOUTHS are putting their 
lives at risk by using the for¬ 
mer Walsall police station as 
an unofficial playground, ac¬ 
cording to a police chief. 

Chief Superintendent Andy 
Parsons, commander at Walsall 
Police, has said youngsters are 
putting themselves in danger by 
entering the dilapidated building 
on Green Lane. 

Mr Parsons said: “I’m urging people 
to stay away from the building as it is 
extremely unsafe. Fortunately we ha¬ 
ven’t received any reports of any inju¬ 
ries but I fear if this activity continues, 
it will only be a matter of time. 

“We’re working with partners and 
have recently served a community 
protection warning notice on the land 
owner which gives them 28 days to 
re-secure the site. 

Estates 

“We’ve also spoken to the owner 
who has assured us that the site will 
be secured imminently. 

“This behaviour is not only irre¬ 
sponsible but also illegal, we’ve in¬ 
creased patrols in the area in an effort 
to trace those involved.” 

Police officers were moved out of the 
36,500 sq ft building in October 2016 
and the property is no longer owned 
by the West Midlands Police as it was 
sold in November 2017. It was sold as 
part of the overall force estates strat¬ 
egy which earmarked buildings which 
were not fit-for-purpose and where 
savings could be made to help protect 
policing services in the future.

Police have been previously alerted 
to trespassers on the site, along with 
an arson attack, numerous metal 
thefts and sightings of teens riding 
bikes on the roof. 

A 17-year-old was arrested on Mon¬ 
day on suspicion of burglary at the 
property, and was released pending 
investigation. 

Officers from neighbourhood polic¬ 
ing teams moved into Walsall Civic 
Centre in 2016 as part of a partner¬ 
ship with the local authority to allow 
partners to work even closer together. 
Labour councillor Lee Jeavons, who 
represents Birchills Leamore, said 
youngsters should heed the police’s 
warning and avoid the site. He said:

“Any empty building could have dan¬ 
gers inside. It’s not advisable to go into 
there and since it’s private property, 
you will be trespassing. 

“Please do not go in there because 
it’s a building the police abandoned 
because it was not safe for use and you 
don’t know what hazards are in there. 

“I’ve not seen anything myself, but 
I’ve seen reports that there has been 
anti-social behaviour on the site. So 
my message to the owner is please se¬ 
cure your site.” 

The owners were unavailable for 
comment. Anyone with information

Transfer to treat stroke 
patients 'went smoothly'

HOSPITAL chiefs in Walsall have 
reported a positive outlook follow¬ 
ing the transfer of services for local 
stroke patients. 

It means that they are now treated at 
a newly-refurbished hyper acute unit at 
New Cross in Wolverhampton. 

The reconfigured model of care for stroke 
services, drawn up by the West Midlands Clin¬ 
ical Senate and NHS England, was approved 
by the town’s Clinical Care Group (CCG) and 
began in April. Walsall’s Transient Ischaemic 
Attack (TIA) clinic - for the treatment of brief 
episodes of neurological dysfunction caused by 
a loss of blood flow in the brain, spinal cord, or 
retina - was transferred at the same time, as it 
is a consultant-led service. 

Stroke rehabilitation services in the town 
have remained the same as before, except that 
the stroke ward at Walsall Manor Hospital has 
been redesignated as a rehabilitation facility 
for patients requiring the greatest clinical need. 

The latest hospital figures show that from 
April to August, 95 patients in Walsall were 
transferred to New Cross by ambulance, with 
81 being confirmed as having suffered a stroke 
and 14 displaying symptoms similar to a stroke 
(stroke mimics). On average this equates to 
New Cross receiving 16 patients per month, or 
four a week, which is slightly lower than origi¬ 
nally anticipated. 

Since the service moved to Wolverhampton, 
two patients exhibiting non-emergency stroke/ 
TIA symptoms were referred to Walsall Manor 
and upon arrival at the hospital both patients 
were immediately transferred to New Cross 
where they received the appropriate care. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service has rein¬ 
forced the agreed pathway with all operational 
staff and GP practices in Walsall, and will con¬ 
tinue to monitor referrals in future as part of 
the CCG’s 12-monthly clinical audit. 

Walsall CCG Chief Officer, Professor Simon 
Brake said: “The transfer of services in April 
went very smoothly and there have not been 
any reported problems with the acute side of 
the pathway.

Backlash on NHS Trust's 
pregnancy warning ads

AN NHS poster campaign 
warning teenagers against 
unwanted pregnancies has 
been branded as ‘sexist’ and 
‘outdated’. 

Walsall Health Care NHS Trust 
ran a bus poster highlighting sex¬ 
ual health services available to 
young people. 

But the ad, which showed the phrase 
‘would you give up this?’ next to a 
pair of high heels and a red lipstick 
followed by ‘for this?’ next to a pink 
dummy, has been called ‘misguided’. 

Parents have criticised the ad, say¬ 
ing it suggests women have to give up 
lipstick and fancy shoes if they want 
a baby. Another ad shows the same 
phrase, but pictures a PlayStation con¬ 
troller next to a blue dummy. 

Kirstie Young, aged 29, from Stour¬ 
bridge, spotted the poster while trav¬ 
elling home from work on a National 
Express bus - and said she was ‘gob¬ 
smacked’. She said: “It suggests that 
if you accidentally become pregnant 
you have to leave the lipsticks and 
heels behind. I couldn’t believe it, it’s 
so irresponsible. It’s sexist because it 
doesn’t understand women, it implies 
if you are a mother you have to give up 
certain things.” 

The posters also caused outrage on 
social media. Mother Samantha Bren- 
neman said: “Because I have kids am 
I supposed to not wear heels or have a 
fulfilling career? Missed the memo on 
that one.” Maria Marz added: “I have 
a kid, wear heels, lipstick and play 
video games.” 

Nicola Wenlock, director of sexual 
heath for the Trust, said: “In creating 
this particular advertising campaign, 
Walsall Integrated Sexual Health 
worked hard to understand the teen¬ 
age pregnancy audience to make sure

that the communication was relevant, 
effective and focused. 

“We apologise if this advertisement 
has raised a concern, the intent was to 
raise awareness of emergency contra¬ 
ception and advice available for those 
in this age group who wish to avoid 
unwanted pregnancies. 

“The campaign has played an im-

portant role in tackling teenage preg¬ 
nancy and poor sexual health in our 
local area, which has been reducing 
steadily year on year.” 

The campaign finished on Septem¬ 
ber 2 but had been run previously, 
with feedback from local teens. The 
Trust said no complaints had been 
received.

Kylie's new Golden age 


Tickets have been selling fast 
for the stage adaptation of David 
Walliams’ book Awful Auntie, which 
comes to Wolverhampton Grand 
Theatre this month.

Golden was largely written in Nashville,

not a break-up record. 

“The last thing I’d want is a breakup album,” 
she says. “I was done with that. Through! 
Moved on! And I was so much happier to have 
moved on. 


“It’s about me and about where I find myself 
at this point in my life.” 

Kylie has embraced 50 in buoyant mood. 

She says: “On Golden, the line I had in my 
head was ‘we’re not young, we’re not old, we’re 
golden.’ We adapted it for the song. I was often 
asked ‘how does it feel to be a woman your 
age in this industry?” and I was just over it. 

“For my own satisfaction, I wanted to be able 
to say that we just are who we are at any point 
in time.”

It’s a machine that hides its utilitarian purpose rather well

When it’s a car name you have probably never 
have heard of - and certainly can’t spell - you 
need to get yourself noticed. 

How about a warranty that stretches over seven 
years and 150,000 miles? Like to learn something 
about the vehicle that covers even its radio against 
failure until 2025? Thought so. 

Well, it’s called a SsangYong Musso, it’s made in 
South Korea and it’s available for less than £20,000 to 
a business user who will put this no nonsense pick¬ 
up truck to work. 

But back to names. Musso is Korean for rhino, 
which tells you what its maker wants us to think of this 
newcomer; tough enough to ford rivers and laugh 
at roads rutted deeply enough to give an army jeep 
pause for thought. 

And like a rhino it’s a rare sight. 

This year a new business plan that hacks back 
at unprofitable sales in areas like daily rental and 
Motability will see still fewer new SsangYongs hit 
the road, but hopefully making solid money in the 
process. 

To do that they’ll need some vehicles we might want 
to buy. One arrived last year in the imposing shape of 
the SsangYong Rexton, an SUV that comes very well 
equipped for the price. 

Now we have the Musso, using the Rexton’s 2.2

litre diesel engine, tough chassis and drivetrain but 
adding a big load bay that turns SUV into pick-up 
with the ability to carry more than a tonne of payload 
- with happy financial consequences to a person 
who buys one for business. 

The four-door cabin has rear seats amply roomy 
enough for a couple of burly men or three people 
who chomp fewer chips when they clock off for the 
day. 

Without the need to pop VAT on the bill a new 
Musso can be yours for £19,995. Like dearer 
versions (they stretch to £28,495 for a thoroughly 
well equipped limited launch edition Rhino version) 
it will tow a 3.5 tonne trailer if you add £1,250 worth 
of automatic transmission in place of the standard fit 
six-speed manual, which manages 3.2 tonnes. 

Talking of Rhino, the newcomer’s different grades 
come with the mandatory-for-a-pick-up roll call of 
butchness, with Rebel and Saracen above the plain 
Jane EX entry level vehicle. 

Even the EX comes with good specification 
including 17ins alloy wheels, DAB audio and 
Bluetooth, electric windows, remote central locking 
(including the tailgate), air conditioning, auto wipers 
and lights and a full sized spare wheel. 

Pick any new Musso and you’ll have a machine that 
hides its utilitarian purpose rather well before a bad 
patch of road presents itself. Until then, the cabin is 
notably hushed place to spend your working day and 
looking and feeling smarter than you might expect 
from a pick-up workhorse. 

Performance is good enough for you not to notice 
(121 mph top speed for the manual, 115mph for auto 
but no quoted acceleration figures) and the ride is a 
bit jiggly, but acceptable, on better road surfaces. 

The rear suspension struggles more on rougher 
roads, being tamed a bit with 700kgs of concrete 
blocks in the load bay but never settling confidently. 
Already SsangYong is looking at changing the rear 
springs to provide a more settled ride. 

The Musso recorded 35.8mpg (32.9mpg auto) in 
the official tests; a mixed test route saw 31.2mpg on 
the trip computer. 

Exhaust C02 figures of 211g/km (226g/km auto) 
would mean expensive road tax if the Musso was a 
car - but its light commercial vehicle status brings a 
flat rate of £230 a year.

Facelift and upadte for Hyundai's i20

The i20 is Hyundai’s combatant in the 
viciously competitive B-segment, where 
manufacturers battle it out with superminis 
that sell in huge numbers. 

It’s been a decade since Hyundai launched 
the underwhelming first-generation i20 into 
the market and four years since the second- 
generation model came along to render it 
obsolete. 

Now, the South Korean brand has given 
the i20 a facelift in the hope of driving more 
sales. The most obvious change to the i20 
is its exterior styling. At the front of the car, 
the bumper has been updated and a new 
cascading grille has been added. 

The back bumper has also been changed, 
while the rear lights have been re-designed 
with a more dynamic aesthetic. 

Also notable is the new range of Hyundai 
SmartSense driver assistance features, such 
as lane departure warning, lane-keeping 
assist, autonomous emergency braking, 
driver attention alert and high beam assist. 

The i20 is available with a choice of two 
petrol engines. The first is a 1.2-litre unit, 
which can either produce 74bhp or 83bhp. 
Both versions of this engine come with a five- 
speed manual gearbox. 

The second choice of engine is a 1.0-litre 
T-GDI. The 98bhp version is available with 
a five-speed manual or seven-speed dual¬ 
clutch automatic transmission. On the other 
hand, the 118bhp option comes with a six- 
speed manual gearbox. 

Our test car was fitted with the 98bhp 
version of the 1.0-litre turbocharged 
engine and the seven-speed dual-clutch 
transmission. While the engine had perfectly 
adequate punch for a supermini such as the 


A highlight is the seven-inch touchscreen 

i20, the automatic gearbox really let the car 
down a little as it struggled to keep up and 
didn’t change up until around 6,250rpm at full 
throttle. 

There’s not too much wrong with the way 
the i20 drives. One area that could do with 
improvement is the steering, which - as with 
many other Hyundai models - is overly light. 

In contrast, one area the i20 wins points on 
is its ride comfort. The car absorbs bumps 
impressively in the road at any speed, which 
contributes to a smooth driving experience. 
This makes a refreshing change from all the 
models out there with unnecessarily harsh 
suspension. 

Despite the weightless steering, the i20 
doesn’t seem to have any problem coping in 
the corners. The car holds the road well and 
feels fairly refined, even at higher speeds. 

There’s no getting away from the fact that 
the new i20 doesn’t look much different from 
the pre-facelift model. The most noticeable 
updates are the new rear lights, which help 
give the car a more dynamic look. 

In terms of colour, there are three new 


paints available on the facelifted i20 - Tomato 
Red, Champion Blue and Clean Slate. They 
sit alongside the already existing shades of 
Passion Red, Sleek Silver, Stardust Grey, 

Polar White and Phantom Black. 

The build quality of the i20 isn’t top notch. 
Despite being quite a high specification 
example, our test car had a lot of scratchy 
plastics throughout the cabin and featured 
some unattractive trim pieces that had come 
straight out of the comparatively budget ilO. 

That said, everything functions perfectly 
well. A highlight is the seven-inch touchscreen 


infotainment system, which is very intuitive and 
user friendly, and adds a touch of class to the 
interior. Something the i20’s interior really has 
going for it is space. Not only is there ample 
legroom and headroom in both the front and 
back seats, but the car also has a 301-litre 
boot with a removable floor. 

It almost goes without saying that price is the 
category where a Hyundai should dominate 
the field, but the i20 is a bit of a mixed picture. 

The basic S Connect model costs £13,955, 
which buys you air conditioning, a seven-inch 
touchscreen infotainment system and DAB 


radio. Paying £15,495 for the SE model adds 
front fog lights, an extra pair of audio speakers 
and the full range of Hyundai SmartSense 
driver assistance features. 

The Premium Nav specification starts at 
£16,245 and includes 16-inch alloy wheels, 
climate control and satellite navigation. Our 
test car was at the top end of this trim level, 
costing £18,945. 

Finally, the top-spec Premium SE Nav trim 
level starts at £17,295 and comes with chrome 
exterior door handles, a sunroof and a grey 
dedicated radiator grille.

Our vision is for all fostered children and young people to 
experience love, care, support and stability. Programmes do not 
create nurturing homes, dedicated adults do. Systems don’t raise 
children, families and communities do. Institutions don’t change 
lives, relationships do. 

Mockingbird is an innovative way of delivering foster care with the 
potential to improve placement stability, safety and permanence for 
children and young people in care, and to improve support for and 
retention of, foster carers. 

Mockingbird centres on the idea of an extended network of family 
support, empowering families to support each other and overcome 
challenges before they escalate, and to offer children and young 
people a more positive, consistent, and secure experience of care. 

Community, connectedness, continuity of care, consistency and 
relationship building are all foundational to the vision of Mockingbird. 


Inspiring our children, young people and carers to love, learn and live 
together as part of a local community. 


We will have recently established our first 2 Mockingbird fostering 
constellations, initially bringing together six to ten families. 

A combination of newly 
approved foster carers and 
experienced foster carers will be 
offered the opportunity to join in 
with a supportive Mockingbird 
constellation.

Lots of people are eligible to foster but some of the myths about 
fostering stop them from finding out more. Here’s a few of the common myths explored...

You can be single, living with a partner, 
married or from the LGBT community.

I can’t work and foster - It depends 
how many hours you work, how 
flexible your current employer is 
and on the ages and needs of 
the children you foster. We pay 
allowances to cover your household 
costs and an additional amount for 
each child you foster.

Council, have a Family Friendly policy 
which may provide flexibility and 
support if you decide to become a 
foster carer.
